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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth 
in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
09/02/08 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 68-72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 68, it appears that the claim is an apparatus claim comprising a 
processor, however, the body of the claim appears to recite method steps, hence is 
unclear whether the claims are an apparatus claim or are method claims. If the claim 
is to be treated as a method claim, the claims do not recite any active, positive 
steps. Therefore, the claims fail to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter. Claims 69-72 depend on claim 68. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 73-77 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Data structures not claimed as embodied in computer-readable media are 
descriptive material per se and are not statutory because they are not capable of 
causing functional change in the computer. Such claimed data structures do not 
define any structural and functional interrelationships between the data structure 
and other claimed aspects of the invention which permit the data structure's 
functionality to be realized. In contrast, a claimed computer-readable medium 
encoded with a data structure defines structural and functional interrelationships 
between the data structure and the computer software and hardware 
components which permit the data structure's functionality to be realized, and is 
thus statutory. 

Similarly, computer programs claimed as computer listings per se, i.e., the 
descriptions or expressions of the programs, are not physical "things." They are 
neither computer components nor statutory processes, as they are not "acts" 
being performed. Such claimed computer programs do not define any structural 
and functional interrelationships between the computer program and other 
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claimed elements of a computer which permit the computer programs' 
functionality to be realized. In contrast, a claimed computer-readable medium 
encoded with a computer program is a computer element which defines 
structural and functional interrelationships between the computer program and 
the rest of the computer which permit the computer program's functionality to be 
realized, and is thus statutory. 

In this case, the claim is not directed to a Claims 73-77 are not directed to a 
Process within the meaning of 101 , since it's not a series of steps or acts being 
performed, but instead a program which when executed would cause a series of 
process steps or acts to occur. 

The claim is not directed to a Machine within the meaning of 1 01 , since it's not a 
part of a device or a combination of devices. 

The claim is not directed to a Manufacture within the meaning of 101, since it's 
not an article produced from raw or prepared materials. 

The claim is not a composition of Matter within the meaning of 101 , since it's not 
a combination of two or more substances nor does it have any mass to be 
matter. 

Therefore, the claim fails to fall within a statutory category of invention and 
should be rejected as non-statutory on at least that grounds. 
The amended claims do not further recite that the computer readable medium 
having computer executable code comprising instructions are performed by a 
computer or a processor. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-67 are allowed.

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Short US 6,005,886 teaches a spread spectrum demodulator comprising a 
filtering of spread sequences.
